Still again, in a letter to King 
George, Churchill wrote: “‘It is 
entirely his (De Gaulle’s) fault 
that good arrangement was not 
made between the two French 
factions. The roughness with 
which he refused the President’s 
invitation, and mine, to come to 
a friendly settlement practically 
put him out of court with the 
Americans. .. .” 

There is one amusing story 
about De Gaulle’s meeting with 
Roosevelt. Of it Churchill noted: 
“In the afternoon he went to see 
the President, and to my relief 
they got on unexpectedly well. 
The President was attracted by 
‘the spiritual look in his eyes,’ 
but very little could be done to 
bring them into accord.”

WASHINGTON (i) — President 
Eisenhower’s reciprocal trade bill 
was approved Wednesday by the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee in an 18-to-7 vote shattering 
Republican Party lines. 


The measure now goes to the 
House floor, where foes plan to 
try to convert it into a tarift- 
boosting measure to help indus- 
tries hit by foreign imports and 
the recession. 


On the showdown, committee 
Democrats lined up 14 to-1 for 
the embattled measure. But the 
Republicans split, with 4 favor- 
ing the bill and 6 opposed. 


The President, who made the 
trade bill one of his three top 
legislative goals, has promised his 
personal support next November 
to GOP congressmen who sup- 
port his legislative program.

"Back in 1955 the General Assembly 
authorized a State Programs Study Com- 
mittee to seek economy in government 
and to improve efficiency of operations 
in order to justify huge tax increases 
which were to follow. 

The study was rather thorough and 
came up with a lot of specific recom- 
mé@ndations, including the tax increases 
which were presented to the Assembly 
for action. A few of the recommenda- 
tions were adopted and still more of 
them were passed on to department heads 
for implementation. The more drastic in 
which the bulk of funds could have been 
saved were compromised or no action 
was taken on them. 

Meanwhile, Georgians have seen their 
state government become more and more 
expensive. They have seen wasteful prac- 
tices perpetuated or made worse and the 
state become a gigantic patronage agency 
at taxpayers’ expense. 

There were, for instance, 27 recom- 
mendations for improving the purchasing 
department and many, Many more con- 
cerning the highway department and ad- 
ministration of the public schools. 

One specific recommendation affect- 
ing purchasing, and this applies to de- 
partments which operate outside of cen- 
tral purchasing, called for bids and bulk 
purchasing wherever possible. How well 
this recommendation has been followed 
can be guessed from recent revelations 
on purchases of automobile tires. 

Atlanta, as a result of bid buying of 
tires once a year, purchases them at a 


15 per cent lower cost than does the 
state. South Carolina buys them at a 
much cheaper rate under competitive 


bidding. Georgia offers excuses. 
There was much said in the study 
committee’s report about better record 


keeping, especially in the highway de- 
partment. Specifically mentioned was the 
laxity in records on county contracts and 
the fact that highway funds were being 
funnelled into county treasuries to pay 
general bills. In view of recent disclosures, 
how well has this recommendation been 
carried out? 

In its report, the committee said it 
would like to “emphasize that neither this 
report nor any supplement thereof will 
in and of itself accomplish anything 
whatever.” Unless carried out by the 
General Assembly and the departments 
concerned, in other words, the report 
was valueless. 

The politicians are out again with 
promises of efficiency, no more taxes and 
economy. Perhaps this time the voters 
will be able to distinguish between lp 
service and action and do something 
about it at the ballot boxes. They should 
have learned some lessons by now.

Even Their Participants 


The Decatur City Commission’s fond- 
ness for star-chamber sessions has back- 
fired. 

Not only is the public in the dark as 
to what’s been going on but also some 
commission members appear to be in the 
same boat.

The clincher, though, was the hair- 
splitting over the proper title for hush- 
hush conclaves. Should they be referred 
to as “secret” meetings or called “ex- 
ecutive” meetings? 

Either way they slice it, the meaning 
is the same. The public is deprived of its 
right to know how its business is trans- 
acted.

Harold Stassen Reaches 
End of Political Row 


Harold Stassen, one-time “boy won- 
der” of the Republican Party, yesterday 
came to the end of the row in politics 
as a tabulation of Pennsylvania’s ballots 
showed him badly defeated for the GOP 
gubernatorial nomination. 

The solid Republican organization, as 
if grimly determined to revenge, itself 
on Stassen, plumped for Arthur Mc- 
Gonigle, owner of a pretzel manufac- 
turing plant. The gagsters are saying, of 
course, that he certainly tied Harold into 
knots. 

Stassen was indeed, for a time, a 
wonder boy. He was three times governor 
of Minnesota. Ten years ago he became 
president of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania and became a citizen of Penn- 
sylvania. 

Some months before the 1956 Repub- 
lican convention, Stassen publicly headed 


up a stop-Nixon movement. He de- 
clared the vice president to be a detri- 
ment to the party’s chances of winning. 
The movement failed to attract any fol- 
lowing. At the convention Stassen ate 
crow in such an unetuous manner as to 
cause many who had admired him to 
turn aside in embarrassment. 

Harold Stassen has more political lives 
than the proverbial cat. 

But without question Harold Stassen 
was clobbered yesterday. and without 
doubt there are few mourners in the top 
ranks of the GOP.

Premier Pflimlin’s Win 


Was a Hollow Victory 


Despite the Assembly victory, France’s 
Premier Pierre Pflimlin has won. nothing 
at all, save perhaps a little time. 

The Assembly vote to sustain him was 
overwhelming because even the Commy- 
nists, with typical cynicism and hypoc- 
risy, voted to provide him with enlarged 
powers, 

But it means little, as the premier 
learned Wednesday. 

In Algiers, the army said it would not 
retreat. It will accept only de Gaulle. 
Paris has been trying to act as if there 
were not a revolt in Algeria. The army has 
skirted the edge of the ugly word, re- 
bellion. 

But it is there, however 
shrouded in delicate legalisms. 

Paris is nervous, fearing some coup 
d’etat. And in Algiers itself there is no 
indication at all that the Algerian rebels 
will be any more willing finally to ac- 
cept de Gaulle than any other French 
premier. 

The greater weakness is in Paris. 
There are so many political parties no 
government can be effective. But there is 
weakness in Algiers, too. The army can- 
not afford to be so naive as to believe it 
can stop the rebellion in the name of, and 
under the direction of, de Gaulle, 

But it is the last desperate chance. 
De Gaulle is better than a popular front 
government including Communistse who 
quickly. would betray France to Moscow.

Healthy Changes Urged 


In Insurance Structure 


The legislative committee investigat- 
ing insurance rate increases granted by 
Commissioner Zack Cravey did a com- 
prehensive job of exposing the lax man- 
ner in which he has administered insur- 
ance matters. 

It pointed to the need for a major 
overhaul in the state structure govern- 
ing the industry. Most important of the 
ehanges urged would establish a separate 
department divorced from the jurisdiction 
of the comptroller general. 

While that shifts alone: would correct 
many inadequacies that have existed, the 


*« committee made several other recommen- 


dations which past history shows should 
be adopted. 

Among them are suggestions that no 
future rate increases be permitted with- 
out public hearings and that no employes 
of the state insurance office be allowed 
to hold stock in or to work for a private 
insurance company. 

These and other parts of the commit- 
tee report add up to a stinging rebuke to 
Cravey and the way he has operated, es- 
pecially in granting. the 15.9 per cent in- 


crease in fire rates which the committee 


said was “not justified at the time” he 
approved it. 

Insurance is too big a business to be 
administered on a part-time basis by a 
combination comptroller general, small 
loans commissioner, fire safety commis- 
sioner, etc., as it is now. 

The committee’s findings adequately 
bear out the necessity for ending this 
loose arrangement and creating a sepa- 
rate department with a full-time commis- 
sioner to do the job that needs to be done.

plan sooner, else he could have ordered many other retaliatory meas- 


ures against newspaper criticism 
past four years. 

Through departmental dictator- 
ship, he might have been able to 
completely cripple the free press 
and place himself beyond re- 
proach. Then he could have gone 
about the public’s business pri- 
vately, like those full-fledged to- 
talitarianists do. 

But, of course, there’s a hitch 
to every cinch and even if the gov- 
ernor had plottea from the begin- 
ning there is a limit to how far 
Georgians would have let him 
go with suppression of the press. 
His method is too obvious, as the 
Lquor ad ban showed. 

Take a look at the principle be- 
hind Griffin’s action—to be en- 
forced by Revenue Gemmissioner 
T. V. Williams, who probably will 
be elated at the opportunity, since 
he, too, has been the subject of 
“‘undue”’ criticism: 

“When the boys and girls of 
Georgia get the newspapers down 
on the floor to read Little Orphan 
Annie and Snuffy Smith, and then 
turn the pages to a large adver- 
tisement extolling the virtues of 
some type of whisky, certainly 
this is a most questionable way 
to raise young ‘uns.”’ 
~ Do tell. What about food ads? 
Wouldn’t it be just as sound, 
through the commissioner of agri- 
culture, to ban them, since there 
are undoubtedly many obese read- 
ers who ought not to be tempt- 
ed with delectable grocery coun- 
ter items? Or, through the board 
of education, abolish TV set ad- 
vertising, since homes should not 
be enticed toward an item which 
might deter a child’s schooling?

man’s experiences. I feel thaf a religion that ministers to a few of

man’s needs but has no message for other areas of his life is false 


and empty. 

For instance, if religion gives a 
man the sense of adoration, illum- 
ination and elevation when he is 
in church but has no relevance 
to the way he runs his business, 
corners his evil habits, liberates 
his nasty temper or treats his 
fellow human beings, then I say 
that such a religion is misleading 
and beguiling. It is easy to think 
of God on Sunday in church, but 
a vital religion makes a man 
aware of God when he is off on 
the town Saturday night. 

Vital and life-fulfilling religion, 
the only kind that is really worth 
having, has several hallmarks. 
The one I wish to mention today 
is this: A vital religion gives to a 
man a genuine awareness of God. 


A valid quest for real religion, 
and I think of religion as pri- 
marily a questing and searching, 
is fundamentally concerned with 
@ man’s relationship to God. If 
God is not real to us, then not 
much really matters. 

I think most men believe in 
God. But belief in God and a con- 
sciousness of God's presence are 
sometimes quite different. Vital 
religion always makes God real. 

Let us say that you do believe 
in God, but God still seems far, 
far away, off in the blue yonder, 
and you ne#er seem able to make 
contact with Him. To such per-

sons I would suggest that they re- 
ly on the authorities, those spe- 
cialists in spiritual things, who 
have sought God, attended unto 
His Word and are ready to in 
struct those who have the wisdom 
to listen. 

I wouldn’t dream of trying to 
doctor myself for a serious ill- 
ness; I always call a physician 
whom I consider to be an author- 
ity. When I need legal advice, I 
seek out a lawyer whom I con- 
sider to be a specialist. The same 
is true of religion wherein we 
can, if we so wish, have the coun- 
sel of authorities. 

We do not walk the road of faith 
alone. We are not solitary pil- 
grims. Others have walked before 
us and still others are at our 
side. 

In the Old Testament there 
is a phrase which rings persistent- 
ly, like the tolling of a bell. It is 
this: 

*“‘And God said unto Abraham 

. And God said unto Jacob... 
and unto Isaiah, and Jeremiah, 
and Amos.”’ 

What God said unto these men, 
He says through them to us. How 
wonderful it is to know that a 
great legacy and faith may be 
claimed by each of us. As we 
reach out for God, there are in- 
numerable hands to guide and 
voices to counsel. 


Let Nixon’s Ordeal 
Be Lesson to U.S. 


WASHINGTON—The =i urgent 
Vice President Nixon’s 


lessons from 
Latin American tour 
could be frittered away by focusing on the wrong 


things. A hard new look at the whole range of United States’ policy 
toward Latin America is the logical first fruit of what Nixon faced 
in his 18-day visit to eight of the republics. 


But the lessons will be lost if 
we yield to the temptation to 
blame it all on the Communists. 

They will be lost if the poli- 
ticlans react to any of these 
events in terms of whether they 
are pro-Nixon or anti-Nixon. Let’s 
not throw away the lessons from 
these incidents by idle specula- 
tion over whether they will help— 
or hurt—Nixon in 1960. 

These lessons can also be lost 
if we waste much time arguing 
over whether it was wise or un- 
wise for the vice president to 
have made the trip. I suspect 
our intelligence wasn’t adequate, 
but it is hard to predict events of 
this kind and you can hardly ex- 
pect the Latin American govern- 
nients would do other than as- 
sure the United States that they 
could fully protect the vice presi- 
dent. 

Fortunately, Nixon is showing a 
balanced reaction to his harrow- 
ing trial. He believes it was a 
good thing he went because it re- 
vealed conditions at a danger 
point before they reached a catas- 
trophe point. 

I am not suggesting it is any 
credit to the Eisenhower admin- 
istration to have to learn the true

state of affairs in Latin America 
by subjecting the vice president 
to such an ordea:. But it is bet- 
ter to have had this ordeal than 
not to have the knowledge which 
came from it. 


The Latin Americans are per- 
fectly right in feeling that the 
United States tends to take them 
for granted, that our attention is 
usually focused elsewhere, that 
U.S. aid to all Latin America is 
in terms of pennies while U-S. 
aid to Yugoslavia alone during 
the past 10 years reached a bil- 
lion dollars. 

Obviously the’ United States 
can't solve the @conomic prob- 
lems of all these 21 countries nor 
can we install democratic gov- 
ernments without interfering in 
their internal affairs. It can be 
fairly argued that everything we 
have been doing in Europe and in 
Asia is designed to protect the 
whole Western Hemisphere, Latin 
America included, not just the 
United States. But there are un- 
derdeveloped nations in South 
America as well asin Southeast 
Asia and we ought to be able to 
demonstrate our close and con- 
tinuing concern for their welfare.

The human and financial 
losses in terms of wasted man- 
power cannot be afforded, either 
by the Navy or by our country. 

“‘Many of our problems can be 
resolved with leddership, better 
personnel management and a sin- 
cere evaluation of basic moral 
standards.”’ 

Gates emphasized the results 
achieved in certain units by well- 
conducted ‘“‘programs of moral 
leadership.” 

As a result of these ‘programs, 
he said, a fleet air wing reported 
that reenlistment rates rose and

The objective of the general 
order is ‘‘to reemphasize and 
vitalize naval leadership in all its 
aspects: inspirational, technical 
and moral.” 

The Navy’s renewed emphasis 
on leadership is acknowledgment 
of the importance placed by most 
of the Navy’s regular officers on 
the intangible factors that im- 
prove combat effectiveness. 

The training program, in the 
words of its sponsors, is empha- 
sizing “the moral and spiritual 
basis of interpersonal relation- 
ships in a democracy.”

CLOSED SESSION 


Preston gave this account after 
his House Appropriations subcom- 
mittee called into a closed ses- 
sion James T. Pyle, chief of the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration: 
Elwood Quesada, Airways Mod- 
ernization Board chairman, and 
Undersecretary of Air Malcolm 
A. MacIntyre. 

The subcommittee session was 
called hurriedly because of Tues- 
day’s collision between a commer- 
cial airliner and a military jet 
trainer near Brunswick, Md.

The bill is similar to that pro- 
posed by Sen.

In a Sen- 
ate speech Wednesday, Monroney | 
invited fellow senators to join him 
in sponsoring the measure and | 
some 16 to 20 senators indicated | 
they would. | 

2. Sens. Carl T. Curtis (R-Neb) 
and Wayne Morse (D-Ore) pro- 
posed that all U.S. military air- 
craft be required to file flight 
plans with the civilian airways 
control. 

3. The Senate passed a bill 
which would impose a $5,000 fine 
and imprisonment for five years 
on persons who make false re- 
ports about bombs being placed 
on airliners.

Dollars and Sense 


Tell Excise Boys 


What're Luxuries 


By LESLIE GOULD 
NEW YORK—In any tax revision, the first or- 
der of business should be the so-called excise taxes. 

There is a long list of these federal levies which go from the 
ridiculous to the sublime. 

Baby’s bath oil and bath talc are taxed as cosmetics. 

Women’s pocketbooks, which are the equiva- 
lent to a man’s pant’s pockets, are taxed. Also 
lipstick, without which no. woman other than a 
veiled Mohammedan will appear, it seems, in pub- 
lic. Even school teachers apply the stuff. 


Here are some of the ridiculous comparisons 
of some taxed and nontaxed items: 


Mechanical pencils are taxed, but lead pencils 
aren't. 

Badminton equipment is taxed, baseball equip- 
ment not. 

Cold cream is taxed, shaving cream isn’t. 

Electric blankets are taxed, electric heating 
pads aren’t. 

Electric frons are taxed, electric shavers aren’t. 

Electric dishwashers are taxed, electric washing machines 
aren t. 

Soapless shampoo is taxed, toilet soap isn’t. 

Hair lotion is taxed, hair brushes aren't. 

Phonographs are taxed, tape recorders aren't. 


That’s the silly side of the excise taxes. While these are ridicu- 
lous, they aren’t to the manufacturer who must collect them, nor 
to the consumer.

In addition, there is a long list of articles and services which 
were taxed to curb their purchase or use in war time. These are 
the emergency war time taxes which are still being collected, 

The biggest of these is that on transportation—both passenger 
travel and shipment of goods. Every plane, railroad anc bus ticket 
buyer, except the commuter, pays 10 per cent and on shipments 
the shipper is socked 3 per cent, which is passed on to the con- 
sumer 

Some of the other war time “emergency” 
cent on air conditioning units, 10 per cent on business machines 
10 per cent originally but now 5 per cent on electric, gas and oi! 
appliances, 5 per cent originally but now 10 per.cent on light bulbs 
and tubes, 10 per cent on luggage, jewelry, musical instruments, 
phonographs and records and sporting goods, and the 10 per cen! 
originally but now 5 per cent tax on cameras and films. 

There is a 10 per cent tax on all new automobiles. This is 
scheduled to drop to 7 per cent July 1. This started out as a 3 per 
cent tax in 1939, went to 3'2 per cent the next year, to 7 per cent 
in "41 and to 10 per cent in ‘51. This is one tax that should be 
eliminated. 


Most of these taxes were imposed in war time on the theory 
they would reduce nonessential buying, particularly of what the 
Washington boys felt were luxuries. Their judgment as to what are 
luxuries compares more with Russian standards than American. 
An automobile is no luxury, for most families.

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Once upon a time our great nation was beset by a disease 
called poliomyelitis. Now, our great nation, being rich in money, 
doctors, scientists, and facilities for research, searched for an 
answer to this crippling and sometimes deadly disease.

This great country also once had many deaths from pneumonia 
and other infectious diseases, so with the help of scientists of 
another great nation—England—it discovered the use of antibiotics 
and very nearly did away with these diseases.

The great people of this great country were still apathetic. 

Airliners crashed, killing a score or more, and there were Con- 
gressional investigations and the immediate call from the great 
people for remedial action. Planes were grounded, and headlines 
were tragically black for days. 

Horrenda viis vulnera took so many lives that the week-end 


totals were just numbers, not names any more. Statistics told a | 
grim story, but were quickly forgotten. Lives continued to be | 


snuffed out. 

Now, let’s stop talking like a story book with a happy ending. 
One is not yet in sight for this story, and this story is true. Hor- 
renda viis vulnera is Latin. Its best English translation is “tragic 
highway accidents.” Cause of the disease: speed and inattention 
(although the innocent also die). Prognosis of the disease, once 
caught: usually death. Cure for the disease: careful driving by you 
and me.
